this week to dairy leaders here. 
Clarke said the Departm ent 
of Commerce 
at 
W ashington 
has advised him the census will 
showr th a t Wise County has 1,9- 
30 farm of ail types. This indi­ 
cates. he said, the county may 
remain 
among the 25 leading 
dairy counties. 
No figures on 
dairy farm s in Texas will be a- 
vailable until late this sum m er 
or early fall. 
Tne last agriculture census of 
Texas shows Wise County had 
2,30 dairy 
farms 
and 
10,634 
milk cows. It ranked I Oth in the 
number of dairy farms and 15th 
in the num ber of cows. 
The county’s dairy industry 
this month is observing the 15th 
annual June Dairy Month dur­ 
ing which attention is being pin 
pointed 
on dairy products 
as 
the road to better health. 
The June Dairy Month cam­ 
paign is being co-ordinated by 
the Dairy Products Institute of 
Texas. 
W. E. Thomason of Houston, 
st.-.te campaign chairman, said 
today it is im portant econom­ 
ically to each of the 
25 
top 
dairy 
counties 
to 
promote 
greater use of dairy products. 
Underlying theme of the 30-

The sedan 
cut across the road and into 
the gravel on the left hand side 
of the road. Mr. Sewell had like­ 
wise turned from the pavement 
and was on the gravel should­ 
er when the sedan approached, 
he attem pted to retu rn to the 
pavement, and < Utter skidded or 
the brake caused the car to skid 
crosswise in front of

No­ 
body is any better for taking a vow 
of silence. 


Jesus wart not th at kind of 
person. Ills apartness from the 
world w as not m arked by a 
brick wall, but by his being a 
different kind of person, in the 
world.

Religion Is N ot a Guarantee 
TI NOTHER wrong idea about rel1- 
gion is th at it is a m eans of 
gain. Being religious is supposed to 
be a sure way of getting what you 
w ant, it m eans getting God on your 
side, it m eans having all your p ray ­ 
ers answered, it m eans prosperity 
and success. 
Surely no one could study the 
story of Jesus and come away with 
th a t notion in his head! Jesus got 
neither health, wealth, popularity 
nor success out of being what he 
w as and doing what he did. 
The most respectable citizens re­ 
garded him as a wicked man; his 
property was only the clothes he 
wore; he is known to us as a "man 
of 
sorrows and 
acquainted 
with 
grief” ; as for success, it is written 
that "he came to his own, and his 
own received him not." 
Well, som e one will ask, do 
you m ean to say there is noth­ 
ing in being a C hristian? Don’t 
you get anything at all out of 
It? That is a fair question. 


Yes, there is everything to be 
gained; but not in that money-mak­ 
ing, happiness-guaranteeing fashion. 
The person who "goes in for reli­ 
gion" hoping to advance his own 
interests, is still only a selfish man; 
and selfishness and Christianity are 
ju st crosswise.

Not To Be Served 
*pH E third idea is in Jesus’ words: 
“The son of m an cam e not to be 
served but to serve, and to give his 
life a ransom for m any." And as 
one of his g reat followers said: "As 
he is, so are we in this w orld." 
(I John 4:17.) 
This is the ideal of service, in its 
deepest, widest sense; and it takes 
in both those other ideals of reli­ 
gion. One of the best ways of serv­ 
ing others is to pray for them , as 
Jesus did. One of the best things we 
can do for others is to live as close 
to God as we can. But as Jesus him ­ 
self said: "F o r their sakes I dedi­ 
cate m yself." 
It Is true, also, that som e­ 
thing Is to be gained from reli­ 
gion; but nothing th at a selfish, 
greedy, money-loving p e r s o n 
can understand. As one of the 
g reat creeds e x p re s s* it, the 
"benefits of redem ption" are 
assurance of God’s love, peace 
of conscience, increase of grace, 
and perseverance therein to the 
end. 
These are priceless, but no one 
can understand such things or even 
wish for them so long as he is a 
self-loving 
person. 
Jesus 
served 
m en’s bodies and m inds, he taught 
and healed; but deeper than this, he 
cam e to save m en—sa"vt* them from 
their w orst selves, bringing them 
out from slavery of sin, into the 
freedom of God. 
So the C hristian who w ants to 
know the full m eaning of his reli­ 
gion will, like his M aster, so fa r as 
he can find opportunity, serve oth­ 
e rs’ needs in every w ay he can. And 
the best service one person can do 
for another, after all, is to introduce 
him to C hrist.
